I  beg  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  North  Oxfordshire 
Districts  for  the  year  1971*  The  area  involved  covers  some  240,760 
acres  and  stretches  northwards  from  the  River  Thames  to  the  north  of 
Banbury.  It  is  mainly  an  agricultural  area  with  industry  centred  mostely 
in  or  close  to  Banbury,  7/itney  and  Chipping  Norton,  In  the  west  it  is 
predominantly  Cotswold  in  character  with  small  sheltered  villages  of 
greyish  stone  and  stone  walled  fields,  whilst  in  the  north  it  assumes 
a  Midland  appearance  as  the  houses  merge  through  a  honey  coloured  stone 
to  the  dark  brown  stone  of  the  Iiornton  area,  and  the  fields  exchange 
their  stone  walls  for  hedgerows.  Banbury  itself  has  a  definite 
Midland  appearanc e . 

Before  the  war  there  was  virtually  no  growth  in  population,  the 
census  returns  for  1 9 2 1  and  1931  showing  only  an  increase  in  all  the 
districts  combined  of  some  1 ,000  people.  Since  the  war  there  has 
been  a  considerable  increase  in  population  which,  in  a  few  years*  time, 
will  be  double  the  1931  figure.  The  population  has  risen  from  a  little 
over  66,000  in  1931  to  over  125,000  in  1971  with  Banbury  Borough, 

Witney  Urban  District  and  Witney  Rural  District  approximately  doubling 
their  population,  and  Banbury  Rural  District  and  Woodstock  Borough 
showing  approximately  a  5 0$  increase  in  population.  Considerable 
further  growth  can  be  anticipated  in  the  next  deca.de  in  and  around 
the  main  towns,  and  villages  accessible  to  Oxford, 

G  ani t  ary  Circumstances 

In  the  Boroughs  and  Urban  Districts  practically  all  properties 
have  access  to  the  sewers  but  with  the  increasing  growth  in  population, 
care  must  be  taken  to  ensure  that  existing  systems  and  works  do  not 
become  overloaded.  In  the  Rural  Districts  the  situation  varies;  when 
present  schemes  under  construction  are  completed,  in  Banbury  Rural 
District  some  95 °Jo  of  the  population  will  have  access  to  a  sewer,  in 
Chipping  Norton  Rural  District  61  rfo  of  the  population  will  be  able  to 
connect  to  a  sewer,  in  Witney  Rural  District  some  76/S  of  the  population 
will  have  ..ccess  to  the  sewer  and  it  is  in  this  area  with  much  of  its 
housing  in  the  Thames  V  lley  that  nuisances  are  most  likely  to  occur. 

In  general,  throughout  The  area.,  most  of  the  major  causes  of  nuisance

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have  been  dealt  with  but  a  number  of  small  areas  still  remain  that 
need  sewerage  schemes  and  these  are  detailed  in  the  appropriate  section 
under  the  various  authorities. 


Water  Supply 


1 


Quantity  and  Quality 


The  water  supply  to  the  district  became  vested  in  the  Oxfordshire 
vv'ater  Board  in  1967  and  almost  the  whole  area  of  North  Oxfordshire  had 
available  a  source  of  water  in  pipes  belonging  to  the  Board.  The 
districts  that  gave  concern  regarding  the  purity  of  water  supplies  were 
parts  of  'Witney  Rural  District  in  the  Thames  Valley,  that  still  existed 
on  well  supplies,  and  parts  of  Chipping  Norton  Rural  District  where  a 
few  shallow  springs  still  acted  as  public  sources  supplying  water  to 
small  villages,  by  and  large  these  sources  were  vulnerable,  they  were 
open  to  contamination  and  should  not  still  be  in  use  for  public  supply. 
Public  water  mains  have  been  made  available  for  these  villages  but  due 
to  a  dispute  over  ownership  of  the  original  supplies,  it  has  not  yet 
been  possible  to  transfer  the  houses  to  the  new  mains. 

In  general,  as  shorn  by  the  result  of  the  frequent  sampling  done 
by  the  Board,  where  a  piped  supply  maintained  by  the  Board  existed, 
the  quality  was  satisfactory. 


In  this  country  we  are  faced  with  the  paradox  that  although  the 
rainfall  is  adequate,  the  5?run  off”  of  water  is  such  and  the  usage  so 
heavy  that  we  are  faced  each  year  with  a  potential  shortage  of  water. 
This  situation  is  acknowledged  by  the  various  eater  Resources  Acts  with 
the  responsibility  of  conservation  placed  on  the  various  River 
Authorities.  Again,  paradoxically,  drainage  works  done  by  the  River 
Authorities  onlv  hasten  this  nrun  off'5  of  water  when  in  fact  retention 
of  water  should  be  practised.  Large  reservoirs  could  have  the  double 
advantage  of  not  only  ensuring  a  supply  of  water  but  also  by  regulating 
the  river  flow  in  summer,  help  to  provide  more  adequate  dilution  of 
effluent  from  sewage  works. 


In  Banbury  Borough,  after  a  prolonged  dry  spell,  the  dilution  of 
sewage  effluent  by  the  Cherwell  may  drop  as  low  as  a  1 s 1  ratio  whilst 
a  1:2  ratio  is  not  uncommon.  As  Banbury  expands,  this  dilution  problem 
must  become  increasingly  important. 

2 .  Bac  t  e r i 0 1 o gi c  al  Exam i na t ion 


Routine  sampling  of  water  was  carried  out  throughout  the  districts 
by  the  Water  Board  whilst  Local  authority  Officers  investigated 
complaints  made  to  them  regarding  water  supplies  and  regarding  the 
condition  of  private  sources.  Details  are  given  in  the  sections 
dealing  with  individual  Local  Authorities. 
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Plumbo- Solvency  and  fluoride  Level 


There  are  no  pi umbo -solvent  waters  in  the  area  and  there  is  no 
significant  amount:,  of  fluoride  present  in  any  of  the  supplies;  it 
would  be  possible ,  however,  and  practicable,  to  introduce  fluoride 
at  source  in  the  Banbury  Borough  and  Banbury  Rural  District  areas, 
and  in  Witney  Urban  and  Witney  Rural  District  areas  where  waterworks 
are  situated  whose  supply  is  confined  to  these  areas,  and  in  the 
Chipping  Norton  areas  by  inserting  it  into  the  trunk  water  main* 


The  only  District  Councils  in  North  Oxfordshire  who  have  not 
supported  fluoridation  are  Banbury  Borough  and  Banbury  Rural  District 
Councils-;  the  Local  Health  Authority  lu.s  approved  the  principle  and 
arrangements  were  in  hand  to  introduce  fluoride  into  the  Witney  source 

It  is  not  possible,  as  requested  by  the  Minister,  to  give  an 
accurate  member  of  houses  supplied  from  public  water  main  (i)  direct 
to  houses,  (ii)  by  means  of  standpipe  in  the  various  parishes. 

Housing 


By  and  large  the  standard  of  housing  throughout  the  area  was 
reasonable  although  a  number  of  potential  clearance  areas  remained 
in  Banbury  Borough.  Many  of  the  old  existing  stone  cottages  have 
been  improved  by  grant  aid,  the  new  grant  structure  bringing  an 
increase  in  this  direction  with  a  total  of  £580,155  in  grants  being 
given  in  the  whole  area  in  the  year. 


Council  housing  provided  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  total 
housing;  in  the  area  as  a  whole,  about  25 °/o  of  houses  were  council 
houses;  'with  local  government  reorganisation  imminent,  with  the 
movement  of  available  work  away  from  the  land  and  small  villages  to 
the  larger  towns,  the  time  has  come  to  be  selective  and  not  parochial 
in  the  establishment  of  council  housing  sites.  With  most  work  avail¬ 
able  in  the  larger  towns,  it  is  nonsensical  to  establish  sites  in 
remote  villages  which  are  suffering  even  now  from  a  lack  of  public 
transport.  The  future  of  many  of  these  villages  will  lie  in  the 
people  who  come  from  other  areas,  who  can  afford  to  improve  existing 
properties  and  who  are  able  to  convey  themselves  to  work  further  afield, 


From  the  number  of  caravans  in  occupation  throughout  the  area, 
this  form  of  housing  must  play  an  important  part.  Caravans  have 
improved  considerably  in  recent  years  although  no  legal  standards  are 
in  existence;  sites  have  also  improved  considerably  but,  nevertheless, 
caravans  by  their  nature  are  temporary  structures  and  are  prone  to 
the  faults  of  temporary  structures  and  are  no  substitute  for  permanent 
housing.  The  main  demand  for  permanent  caravans  was  in  the  Witney 
Rural  District  area.  There  was  considerable  need  for  camping  sites 
for  holiday  vans,  with  proper  facilities,  not  only  for  local  tourists 


but  for  people  travelling  further  afield  and  discussions  have  taken 
place  to  see  if  it  is  possible  to  establish  such  sites  near  main 
traffic  routes. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


A  regular  refuse  collection  service  was  maintained  by  all 
Authorities  in  the  area.  With  the  exception  of  Witney  Urban  who 
pulverise  their  refuse,  the  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  tipping  mostly 
into  quarries  with  the  degree  of  cover  carying  considerably  from 
almost  crude  tipping  to  properly  controlled  tipping.  As  the  number  of 
tips  was  reduced,  there  was  an  improvement  in  some  areas  in  the  control 
of  the  remaining  tips  but  considerable  improvement  was  still  needed  in 
some  districts. 


Refuse  is  combustible  material  and  although  a  fire  will  reduce 
its  bulk  or  make  it  unattractive  to  vermin,  it  also  can  create  con¬ 
siderable  smoke  nuisance  and  may  even  be  a  danger,  on  misty  days,  to 
traffic  on  nearby  roads.  Most  of  the  fires  probably  begin  from  hot 
ashes  in  the  load  or  from  the  burning  of  waste  on  the  tips  by  intruders 
on  the  tip. 

Food  Handling 


The  general  standard  of  food  premises  and  of  food  handling  was 
reasonably  satisfactory;  most  of  the  complaints  received  were  due  to 
mould  infected  food  stemming  from  faulty  stock  control  and  rotation, 
a  factor  probably  more  likely  to  occur  with  the  greater  amounts  of 
stock  now  carried  on  the  shelves  of  stores  and  in  refrigerated  cabinets 
to  which  the  public  have  access.  Another  main  source  of  complaint  was 
that  involving  foreign  bodies  in  food,  many  of  which  stem  from  inade¬ 
quate  control  during  the  preparation  and  packing  processes.

The  distribution  of  the  main  causes  of  death  remained  the  same, 
with  IscDoemic  Heart  Disease  the  major  cause,  among  the  cancers, 
there  was  a  rise  in  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  which  accounted 
for  24 o 7/3  of  the  total  deaths  from  cancer,  a  figure  about  the 
national  average.

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The  number  of  deaths  from  Cerebrovascular  Disease  has  decreased 
in  recent  years,  from  about  210  in  I963  and  1964  to  126  in  1 969 -  Last 
year  showed  a  slight  rise  to  131  and  this  year  is  slightly  higher 
again  but  still  well  below  the  early  1960rs.

With  a  small  population,  the  rates  can  be  significantly  changed  by 
very  slight  differences  in  the  actual  number  of  deaths  -  so  it  is  'wrong 
to  attach  too  much  importance  to  comparison  between  different  areas. 

The  overall  infant  mortality  rate  in  the  combined  area  was  12.7  which 
bore  good  comparison  with  the  national,  average.  There  was  a  total  of 
30  deaths. 


The  main  causes  of  infant  deaths  were  Congenital  Malformations  (6) 
and  Pneumonia  and  Other  Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System  (8).  The 
actual  period  of  the  birth  was  hazardous  with  Birth  Injury  causing  8 
deaths  and  other  Peri-natal  Causes  being  responsible  for  6  deaths 
(prematurity  played  a  contributory  part  in  many  of  these).  It  is  hoped 
that  when  vaccination  against  Rubella  becomes  widespread,  many  of  the 
deaths  from  Congenital  Malformations  will  no  longer  occur.  (One  infant 
died  from  a  form  of  cancer. )

supply  had  to  be  discontinued.  1971  was  an  expected  epidemic  year 
but  the  total  number  notified  fell  far  short  of  those  notified  in 
the  peak  years  before  the  introduction  of  vaccination  against  measles. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  notifications  of  Infective  Hepatitis

with  the  majority  of  cases  occurring  in  the  Banbury  Borough  and 
Banbury  Hural  District  areas.  An  outbreak  in  a  small  primary  school 
accounted  for  most  of  the  cases  in  the  Banbury  Rural  District,  an 
outbreak  which  ceased  following  the  administration  of  Gamma  Globulin 
to  children  and  staff  at  the  school.

Water  Supply 


(a)  The  water  supply,  which  was  satisfactory  in  quantity , 
is  obtained  'from  the  River  Cherwell  at  Grimsbury  and  the  Sor 
Brook  at  Bodicotec  It  is  treated  by  settlement,  filtration  and 
chlorination,  and  supplied  to  all  houses  in  the  Borough.  The 
water  in  the  area  ia  hard  and  there  is  no  plumbo -solvency. 

(b)  Birring  the  year  under  review  4-84  samples  of  water 
were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  were  reported 
as  satisfactory  and  suitable  for  public  supply.  Samples  of 
'water  from  the  Bodicote  Pumping  Station  and  the  Grimsbury  Pumping 
Station  were  also  submitted  for  chemical  examination  and  all 
were  reported  to  be  satisfactory.

The  Borough  has  one  sewage  purification  works,  all  flow  to 
which  is  pumped  from  the  main  Cher 'well  Street  Pumping  Station, 
Recirculation  of  final  effluent  is  carried  out,  and  a  scheme 
has  been  completed  for  its  final  treatment  by  land  irrigation. 


The  works  were  controlled  by  a  full  time  Manager  who  had  a 
well  equipped  laboratory  in  which  considerable  works  of  testing 
and  analysis  were  carried  out.

Slum  clearance  continued  at  the  rate  of  approximately  40  houses 
per  year,  and  at  this  rate  it  was  estimated  that  most  of  the  unfit  houses 
in  the  Borough  would  have  been  cleared  by  the  end  of  1976.

Some  39/o  of  house?  in  the  Borough  are  Council  houses  whilst 
in  the  centre  of  the  town  these  are  many  houses  of  a  poor  type, 

A  General  Improvement  Area  of  371  houses  in  Grimsbury  was  declared 
during  the  year  as  provided  for  in  the  Housing  Act ,  1969. 

Sixteen  unfit  houses  in  this  area  were  included  by  the  declaration 
of  two  small  clearance  areas  and  four  closing/demolition  orders. 
Schemes  are  being'  prepared  to  secure  environmental  improvements 
in  the  area  and  energetic  policy  of  persuading  owners  to 
avail  themselves  of  Improvement  Grants  is  being  per sued. 

Due  to  staffing  difficulties  during  the  year  in  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Department,  the  whole  of  the  work  on 
improvement  grants  was  done  by  the  Public  Health  Department 
for  a  little  over  half  the  year,  the  normal  system  of  joint 
responsibility  being  recommenced  in  the  early  part  of  1972. 

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent  in  superivising 
and  controlling  th: s  type  of  property,  and  all  too  frequently 
it  was  necessary  to  inspect  the  premises  in  the  evenings,  when 
the  various  occupants  were  home. 

Houses  in  multiple  occupation  are  basically  unsatisfactory 
and  cut  right  across  the  general  principle  that  each  family 
is  entitled  to  a  home  of  their  own.  Much  informal  work 
was  carried  out,  and  on  many  occasions  it  was  possible  to 
persuade  owners  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation  (or  intended 
owners)  to  convert  the  houses  into  proper  self-contained 
flats,  sometimes  w:  th  the  assistance  of  Improvement  Grants. 

Negotiations  to  obtain  improvements  in  houses  in  multiple 
occupation  are  complicated  by  the  rapid  turnover  of  families 
occupying  the  accommodation.

(c)  Food  Hygiene 


Food  hygiene  is  a  subject  which  requires  constant  attention 
and  supervision  if  a  reasonably  high  standard  is  to  be  achieved 
and  maintained*,  It  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  say  one  visit  a  year 
to  a  food  premises ,  secure  any  improvements  and  alterations  required 
to  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations ,  and  then  leave  that 
premises  for  another  year.  The  human  element  is  the  all  important 
factor 9  and  it  is  essential  that  frequent  visits  are  made  to  enrrare 
proper'  fo^d  handling  and  hygienic  practices  and  to  ensure  as  far

The  Council  continued  its  Policy  •  of  providing  a  free 
service  to  domestic  premises  for  me  control  of  rats,  mice  and 
the  various  insect  pests.  Treatments  to  commercial  business 
and  industrial  premises  were  carried  out  on  request,  but  were 
charged  for  on  a  time  and  material  basis.  During  the  summer 
months  the  treatment  for  removal  of  wasps 1  nests  occupied  a  good 
deal  of  your  Rodent  Operative’s  time,  but  the  service  was  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  public  at  large. 

Because  of  the  low  level  of  rat  infestation  in  the  town 
sewers,  the  period  of  time  between  the  sewer  treatments  has  been 
extended  to  twelve  months  instead  of  the  former  six  months.

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This  was  with  the  consent  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
emu  Food.  No  such  treatment  of  the  t own r s  sewers  was  carried  out 
during  the  year  under  review  (1971) 


Because  of  the  increasing  amount  of  pest  control  work  being 
undertaken  by  the  Department  (intending  measures  for  the  control 
of  feral  pigeons)  it  was  decided  early  in  1971  to  appoint  a  part- 
time  operative  to  assist  the  full-time  rodent  operative.  This 
officer  .commenced  his  duties  on  19th  April,  1971*  Unfortunately 
the  full-time  officer  fell  ill  on  15th  April ,  1971  and  was  absent 
from  duty  until  9th  May,  197 2 »  The  Council  authorised  the 
employment  of  the  new  man  (Mr,  Stacham)  full-time  during  this 
period,  but  the  result  was  that  the  expected  relief  in  the  work¬ 
load  of  this  section  of  the  Department  did  not  materialise.

Banbury  Swimming  Pool  is  situated  in  Park  Road  to  the  west 
of  the  town.  It  consists  of  a  50  metre  open  air  pool,  changing 
facilities,  purification  plant  and  cafe,  set  in  some  1-|-  acres  of 
ground ,  which  provides  ample  space  for  spectators  and  sun-bathers 
and  is  normally  open  to  the  public  from  April  to  September. 


The  '"col  was  originally  opened  in  1939  and  recently  it  has 
become  necessary  to  intitiate  a  programme  of  replacements  and 
improvements  to  equipment  and  facilities.  At  the  close  of  the  1967 
season,  new  and  more  modern  purification  equipment  replaced  the 
old  and  before  the  opening  of  the  1969  season  two  large  oil  fired 
boilers  were  installed  to  heat  and  maintain  the  water  at  a  comfortable 
temperature .

DISEASES  OF  ANIMaLS 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  Borough  of  Banbury 
is  the  Officer  appointed  for  adminstration  of  the  Diseases  of 
Animals  Act  1950  ana  the  various  Orders  made  thereunder,  the  Borough 
Council  being  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Authority  for  their  district. 
At  one  time  Banbury  was  almost  unique  in  this  respect,  as  the 
adminstration  of  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  was  traditionally 
carried  out  by  the  Police  Forces  of  the  country,  with  local 
authorities  in  a  snail  minority.  Discussions  have  been  going 
on,  however,  between  the  Home  Office,  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  and  local  authorities  'with  a  vie?/  to  relieving 


the  police  forces  of  as  many  duties  as  possible  under  the  Act  in 
order  that  they  may  be  able  to  concentrate  on  their  main  tasks 
such  as  the  prevent ional  and  detection  of  crime  and  the  regulation 
of  traffic,  rather  than  be  employed  on  duties  which  others  could  do 
equally  well. 


To  this  end,  accordingly,  more  and  more  Diseases  of  Animals 
Authorities  are  appointing  "civilian'1  Inspectors  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Act,  and  the  police  are  relinquishing  their  functions  in 
this  respect.  It  will  still  be  necessary  for  Diseases  of  Animals 
Authorities  to  look  to  the  police  for  assistance  indie  case  of 
national  emergencies.  The  principal  emergency  likely  to  be  encoun¬ 
tered  nowadays  is  an  outbreak  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease ,  when  the 
assistance  of  the  police  is  essential  for  general  security  arrangements

There  would  appear  to  be  no  great  housing  problem  in  the  district.

Water  Supply 


The  water  was  moderately  hard  and  was  supplied  by  the 
Oxford  and  District  Water  Board  from  a  Waterworks  situated 
on  the  River  Windrush  at  Worsham,  about  4  miles  west  of 
Witney.  The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  was  served  by  water 


.  \ 
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mains  and  nev/  mains  are  laid  as  necessary  to  provide  a  supply 
of  water  to  new  development. 

Regular  samples  were  taken  by  the  '.fat or  Board  of  the 
water  in  the  town  supply ,  with  satisfactory  results ,  whilst 
special  visiting  and  sampling  was  done  hy  the  department, 
five  visits  were  made  to  swimming  pools  and  other  premises 
for  this  purpose  with  nothing  very  abnormal  being  found. 

Refuse  Collection  and  [Disposal 

Collection  of  refuse  was  performed  weekly,  a  kerbside 
collection  being  provided.  Disposal  was  by  means  of  tipping 
pulverised  refuse  on  a  site  adjacent  to  the  Sewage  Disposal 
works,  where  the  pulverisation  plant  is  situated.  Salvage 
sales  realised  an  income  of  £1200  and  the  tin  was  available 
during  working  hours  for  the  public  to  dispose  of  bulky 
items.  It  is  hoped  that  the  tip  will  last  the  life  of 
the  Council  and  that  transportation  of  refuse  to  a  distant 
site  will  not  be  necessary. 

The  incinerator  proceed  its  value  indisposing  of  bulky 
and  difficult  to  pulverise  items  when  working  properly  but 
unfortunately  various  defects  in  structure  and  design  become 
apparent  during  the  year  which  had  not  been  rectified  by  the 
manufacturers  by  the  end  cf  the  year. 

Pest  Control 


Rats  and  mice  were  kept  to  an  acceptable  low  level  again, 
control  within  the  town  area  being  carried  out  by  a  part-time  rodent 
operator  employed  for  this  purpose.  This  service  required  some

Water  Board’s  works  and  the  adjoining  parishes  of  Bladon, 
Kensington  Without  and  Wootton  have  the  same  supply.

The  Rural  District  is  purely  agricultural  with  a  small  number 
of  associated  industries.  There  is  a  flour  mill  (at  Shipton-u-Wychwood) 
an  agricultural  engineering  works  (at  Kingham)  and  two  saw  mills, 
one  at  Milton-u-Wychwood  and  the  other  at  Kensington  Without.  There 
has  been  a  steady  decline  in  the  ancient  industry  of  glove  making 
and  only  a  small  factory  employing  20  people  remains  at  Stonesfield. 

Most  of  the  villages  nearer  Oxford  are  becoming  commuter  villages 
and  are  likely  to  expand  as  such,  since  there  cannot  be  work. 
available  within  the  confines  of  the  district  for  a  high  percentage 
of  the  present  population  and  since  the  pressure  on  housing  in 
Oxford  itself  is  likely  to  continue.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTAUCES 

WATER  SUPPLIES 


A  comprehensive  trunk  main  provided  a  supply  to  all 
parishes  and  was  under  the  control  of  the  Oxfordshire  and  District 
Water  Board,  Several  large  private  estates  provided  reasonably 
satisfactory  piped  supplies  for  their  own  properties;  whilst  a  few 
wells  still  existed  in  some  areas,  Cextain  villages  (parts  of 
Churchill 9  Chadlington,  Kingham  together  with  Sarsden  and  ChULson) 
still  continued  to  be  supplied  from  old  urhlorinated  village  or  estate 
supplies 9  these  supplies  were  either  suspect  or  contaminated  and 
were  not  really  suitable  for  public  use  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  they  will  be  substituted  by  supplies  from  the  Boards  mains 
in  the  near  future. 

Routine  samples  were  carried  out  by  the  Oxfordshire  and 
District  Water  Board  and  copies  of  the  analyses  were  forwarded 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  but  occasional  samples  were 
taken  by  the  Council’s  Officers  either  on  request  or  whilst 
investigating  doubtful  supplies.  Most  of  the  routine  samples 
were  of  satisfactory  quality.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

An  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme ,  which  was  prepared  by  the  Oxfordshire 
County  Council  Work  Study  Unit  Twas  adopted  by  the  Council  and  is  now 
in  operation. 

Under  this  scheme  the  number  of  vehicles  was  reduced  from 
three  to  two  and  the  men  from  seven  to  six,  which  leaves  very 
little  scope  for  any  development  in  the  area. 
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The  service  is  now  carried  out  with  two  Norba  50  cubic 
yard  capacity  vehicles  and  a  35  cubic  yard  Pakamatic  vehicle  is 
kept  as  the  standby ,  the  old  16  cubic  yard  fore  and  aft  tipper 
being  sold.  The  collection  provided  is  weekly  from  the  kerbside , 
with  a  free  special  collection  of  bulky  household  refuse  on 
request. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  into  disused  stone 
quarries.  Prior  to  the  introduction  of  the  Inventive 
Bonus  Scheme  for  the  refuse  collectors,,  disposal  had  been 
concentrated  on  one  tip,  but  to  accommodate  the  Bonus  Scheme 
a  second  tip  had  to  be  re-opened. 

The  tips  are  controlled  with  a  four  wheel  drive  loader, 
which  continues  to  give  good  service,  the  refuse  being  covered 
with  inorganic  material  and  any  fires  which  occur  are  immediately 
damped  down. 

Regular  treatment  is  given  for  the  control  of  vermin  and 
flies. 


During  the  year  the  Sourthern  Area  Sewerage  Scheme  Phase 
II  was  completed  except  for  some  minor  items. 

The  Great  Rollright  scheme  was  started  and  good  progress 
made  during  the  year,  the  Lyneham  and  Bruern  Road  and  Milton 
schemes  were  completed  and  work  commenced  on  the  Shipton  Road 
(Milton)  sewer  extension. 

A  Contract  was  let  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Charlbury 
sewage  disposal  works  and  sewer  extension  and  work  commenced. 

During  next  year  it  is  proposed  to  invite  tenders  for  the 
reconstruction  of  Steeple  Barton  works,  the  Enstone,  Ascott-under- 
Wychwood  and  Chilson  sewerage  schemes  and  work  will  continue  on  the 
preparation  of  the  Kingham  and  Chur-chill  Schemes. 

The  following  was  the  position  with  regard  to  each  Parish

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No  houses  were  represented  in  the  year,  and  one  property 
was  voluntarily  demolished  by  the  owner.  During  the  year  undertakings 
were  cancelled  on  9  properties  following  reconditioning  to  modern 
standards.  All  the  38  Grade  4  properties  have  been  represented 
and  were  still  occupied  by  the  original  tenants  who  have  all  been 
offered  accommodation  in  Council  Houses. 

These  figures  refer  to  houses  in  the  original  survey,  a  complete 
survey  of  all  present  housing  would  probably  disclose  a  considerable 
number  of  others  of  a  grade  4  standard  but  such  a  survey  would  need 
considerable  staff  time.

The  caravan  dweller  population  in  the  district  was  small. 

There  was  one  unlicensed  site  still  in  use,  the  parties  on  the  site 
being  unable  to  reach  agreement  on  the  location  of  the  amenities  to 
be  provided.  Negotiations  are  (as  they  have  been  for  many  years) 
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still  proceeding.  There  were  only  4  single  residential  sites  in 
use  and  no  action  was  necessary  during  the  year. 

There  were  4  Caravan  Club  sites  which  were  well  patronised 
and  operated  without  cause  for  complaint. 

The  number  of  semi -permanent  Gypsies  in  the  District  did 
not  appear  to  be  large.  They  have  their  set  staying  corners 
and  pass  in  and  out  of  adjacent  counties  but  do  not  appear 
to  create  any  great  problems.  Occasionally  larger  bands  of 
more  itinerant  Gypsies  passing  from  one  part  of  the  country 
to  another  stayed  for  a  few  days  in  a  layby  and  then  caused  considerable 


problems  from  the  litter  left  behind.

It  is  estimated  that  90  per  cent  of  the  area  is  agricultural, 
there  were  about  350  farms.  The  main  industry  was  a  motor  accessory 
works  at  Cur bridge  Which  employed  1,800  people,  many  of  whom  resided 
in  the  Urban  District,  and  the  surrounding  Rural  District.  There 
were  blanket  factories  at  Asthall,  Crawley  and  Hailey,  a  laundry  at 
Burford  and  a  small  industrial  estate  in  Curbridge. 

There  were  also  agricultural  engineering  works  at  Clanfield 
and  Cur bridge.  There  were  a  number  of  out-workers  in  the  district 
mainly  employed  in  the  making  of  gloves  and  hosiery.

Mains  water  was  available  to  most  parishes  in  the  area  where 
it  was  supplied,  to  all  but  a  few  isolated  dwellings.  It  was  still 
not  available  in  the  hamlets  of  Grafton  and  Radcot, 

During  the  year  56  samples  of  water  were  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Of  these ,  20  were  satisfactory,  20  slightly  contaminated, 
whilst  16  were  heavily  contaminated,  By  the  end  of  the  year  each  of 
the  supplies  found  to  be  contaminated  had  been  improved  or  replaced 
by  a  supply  from  the  Water  Board  mains.  A  number  of  complaints 
regarding  taste  &  colour  received  from  inhabitants  in  the  west  of 
the  district  were  found  to  be  due  to  a  chemical  reaction  which 
was  not  harmful. 

Repeated  sampling  by  the  Board  of  their  own  supply 
proved  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 


Considerable  strides  have  no vr  been  made  in  sewage  disposal 
facilities  and  when  schemes  under  construction  are  completed,  the 
vast  majority  of  properties  will  have  available  a  public  sewer 
to  which  they  can  connect.  An  additional  419  properties  were 
connected  to  the  sewer  during  the  year,. 

New  sewerage  schemes  were  completed  during  the  year  in 
the  Parishes  of  Rams den,  Shilton  <1  Stanton  Harcourt  and  part 
of  Hailey,  The  scheme  to  improve  and  extend  the  sewerage  facilities 
serving  New  Yatt,  Northleigh  and  Freeland  and  the  scheme  to 
sewer  Curbridge  were  commenced  during  the  year  which  left  the 
South  Western  part  of  the  District  .as  the  last  area  likely 
to  cause  trouble.

Pood  Handling 


The  general  standard  of  food  handling  remained  satisfactory 
but  difficulty  was  still  encountered  due  to  the  overloading  of 
frozen  food  cabinets  and  to  the  delivery  to  shops  of  food  too 
close  to  the  manufacturers  recommended  last  date  for  sale  (as  shown 
by  his  code)  This  type  of  difficulty  occurred  mainly  in  small 
shops  where  display  cabinets  were  stocked  by  the  sales  representative. 
During  the  year  two  retailers  were  prosecuted  for  selling  unfit 
food  and*  were  found  guilty  and  fines  totally  £40  were  imposed 
by  the  Magistrates, 


Regular  visits  to  wholesale  food  depots  were  made  and  4  tons 
2  cwts,  of  food  of  various  types  were  voluntarily  surrendered 
and  destroyed ,  and?  in  addition*  regular  visits  were  made  to 
inspect  imported  food  which  had  arrived  in  sealed  containers 
direct  from  the  Continent,  No  cause  for  complaint  was  found  in  this 
imported  food.

During  the  yearunder  review  2  offices  and  1  wholesale 
warehouse  were  registered  for  the  first  time  whilst  3  offices , 

1  retail  shop  and  2  catering  establishments  were  closed,,  The 
total  nos.  of  registered  premises  were  reduced  to  169  but  the 
total  nos.  of  people  employed  increased  by  17.  A  total  of  306 
visits  were  made  to  registered  premises ,  only  11  of  which  did  not 
receive  a  visit  during  the  year;  contraventions  found  were  of  a  minor 
nature  and  some  more  serious  defects  found  the  previous  year 
were  remedied  (3-lack  of  adequate  closet  accommodation  and 
washing  facilities) 


2  2  accidents  occurred  during  the  year  ,  one  serious  involving 

a  youth  driving  a  fork  lift  truck  in  a  manner  contrary  to  the  standing 
instructions  of  the  firm  concerned,  the  other  minor  and  due  to  an 
obstruction  in  a  passageway.  Additional  warning  notices  were  provided 
by  the  firm  in  the  first  case  and  nt  formal  action  was  taken  by  the  council,

The  ho s«  of  registered  premises  remained  at  six,  one 
having  been  refused  registration  because  of  inadequate  supervision 
and  one  fresh  premise  being  registered  during  the  year.  The  general 
standard  of  kennels  was  good  and  2  owners  propose  to  enlarge 
their  premises  in  1972. 


Supervision  of  Public  Toilets 

As  a  general  rule ,  the  conditions  of  the  4  public  toilets  was 
reasonable,  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  part-time  cleaners.  The  amount 
of  damage  by  vandals  was  of  a  minor  degree  and  was  mostly  due  to  the 
removal  of  wast  pipes  and  the  use  of  aerosol  paints  on  walls.  Although 
the  cost  was  small,  the  nuisance  value  was  large  and  occupied  a  lot 
of  staff  time  to  try  and  identify  the  persons  responsible.

Inspection  of  'watercourses  not  under  control  of  the  Thames 
Conservancy  continued,  there  were  no  incidents  of  serious  flooding 
affecting'  dwellings  during  the  year.

Noise  Nuisances 

The  nos,  of  complaints  of  noise  nuisance  increased,  most  of 
these  being  of  noise  from  extract  fans,  compressors,  road  breaking 
equipment,  people  leaving  private  clubs  during  the  night  or  from 
work  in  small  factories.  The  complaints  were  all  investigated  and 
where  justified,  remedied  by  the  persons  who  were  responsbile 
for  producing  the  noise. 


Rodent  Control 

Routine  baiting  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tip  continued 
but  prooved  difficult,  up  to  100  permanent  points  were  used 
but  due  to  indiscriminate  dumping  when  the  attendant  was  not 
present  and  to  theft,  many  of  these  baiting  points  were  put  out 
of  use.  In  addition  fires  on  the  tip  drove  rats  out  into  surrounding 
agricultural  land. 

A  5?ec  service  was  provided  for  domestic  premises  and  a 
limited  nos.  of  contracts  with  industrial  &  agricultural  premises 
were  maintained,  the  general  level  of  infestation  in  the  district 
remained  similar  to  the  previous  year  and  the  following  table  summarises 
the  situations-

The  number  of  complaints  of  nuisance  from  Atmospheric  pollution 
smoke  3c  other  deposites  increased  during  the  year,  one  sourse  being 
resolved  when  the  factory  concerned  moved  to  premises  outside  the 
district.  Other  complaints  were  due  to  the  burning  of  material  on 
waste  tips  including  the  depots  of  scrap  metal  merchants,  to  the 
burning  of  garden  refuse  and  the  paint  spraying  of  vehicles  at 
private  dwellings.  The  complaints  were  investigated  but  no 
legal  action  was  found  necessary.
